Those of you who care about such things will know that KMI, the

the air (along with its sisters WOO and WOM) for more than a 

year. This is a historic station that goes back to the 20s and once 
used AM (later SSB) to provide telephone service to ships. It is 
located "next door" to the KPH receiving station on Pt. Reyes. 


The KMI receiving station is located on Park Service land that is 
part of the Point Reyes National Seashore in California. If all goes 
well the property will soon be sold to the Park Service. They of 
course want no part of the maintenance all the towers require nor 

the responsibility of keeping their aero beacons lit. So the KMI 
towers will soon be dropped. 


Now may be your last chance to see this installation in all its glory.
